The pric e ef 
this artkile has been steadily increasing, 
until from 87 cents a pound only a few 
months a;.'o, it has advanced to CO cents 
a pound, with every prospect of going 
Still higher. The impiu tiince of sm h 
an advance civn be imagined when it is 
leaUied tiiat in 1804 no less than 1,823.- 
98a pounds of camphor ime imported 
to this country.

Washington, Dec. 2.— The tirst we( k 
of the Fifty-fourth congress, which con- ; 
vened at noon today, promises nothing 
at either end of the Capitol in the way 
of actual legislation. The time before 
the Christmas holidays is usually de- 1 
voted to preliminaiy matters and the | 
work of the session does not begin until | 
after the recess. The new congress will 
probably not be anegnMptfOB to this 
rule. The senate proceedings may be 
enlivened by an attempt at reorganiza- 1 
tion but in the house nothing can be 
done until the coinndttees are ap- [ 
pointed. • 
Speaker-elect Reed says that the com- 
mittees will not be announced this week 
with, perhaps, a single exception — the 
committee on rules.

Was This Fight in Which a MaysvUle 
Man Engaged— He Was Badly 
Worsted.

It seems that Foster had outpointed 
his rival and made an eauagement to 
take her to a hall or entertainment, and 
was "kidding" Wills about the matter at 
their work Thursday ni^'lit. The latter 
became liigbly incensed at his rival and, 
aecaring a revolver, attempted to shoot 
him. Foster, reolizinfj his peril, struck 
Wills between the eyes, knocking him 
to the fl )or. In falling the back of Will's 
head cajiie in contact with a pile of pix 
iron, cutting a deep gash in hiH scalp. 
Foster then jumped on the helpless man 
and beat him in a ferrihie manner. A 
number of other workmen, liearin>? the 
HCuHie, rushed in and prevented Foster 
from probably fatally injuring his ad- 
versary. 

The injured man waM carried to a house 
near by, where Drs. J. M. and W- H. 
Barclay, of Riverside, attended him. It 
reiiuired thirty-four ^'tit^•lleH to SOW np 
the cuts in his scalp and face. 

Upon the revolver with which Wills 
bad attempted to shoot Foster IieiuK 
examined it was found that four shells 
had been struck by the trigger, but for- 
tonately each of them had misted fire.
